ANSWER: Figs are one of the most alkaline- 
forming foods that we have and are therefore a 
valuable addition to the diet Because of the 
many small seeds, most people find figs mildly 
laxative, Therefore, to many people they are 
both a wholesome food and a wholesome remedy 
for constipation. Figs belong in the non-acid 
fruit class and may be combined with any other 
food, but inasmuch as they contain considerable 
sugar, it is not wise to eat them tn large quan- 
tities with starchy foods such as bread. When 
using the pressed figs, try to obtain the unsul- 
phured veriety. Packaged figs are required by 
law to state whether they are sulphured or un- 
sulphured. Since you are fond of figs, I am sure 
you will enjoy them stewed Prepare as fol- 
lows: Soak the figs overnight and cook for about 
10 minutes over a slow fire. Serve plain or with 
cream and do not add sugar. While your ques- 
tion as to whether one may use too many oranges 
is rather indefinite, a general answer is no, 
Oranges are healthful and eating them in abun- 
dance would be of benefit. However, I am sure 
that if you neglect to secure a variety of other 
foods simply to eat oranges that you would tire 
of them.

For purposes of paying hail in- | 
surance rates, the board has divid- 
ed the province into areas, ranging 
from “A” to “G". 

The rates to be paid to the board 
by applicants for insurance under 
the Alberta Hail * Insurance Act 
vary from five per cent to 12 per 
cent.

The different areas are not con- 
fined to any special section of the 
province, there being some of each 
designated area in the various sec- 
tions of the province. 

BOARD EMPOWERED 

Each year, the board is empow 
ered to designate as hail insurance 
areas, such areas as the board
